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KISSINGER AND GROMYKO 


Talks only ask 
‘early date’ for 
Geneva meet 


LONDON (UPI). — Secretary of 
State Henry Kissinger and Soviet 
Foreign Minister Andrei Gromyko 
differed in thier talks yesterday 


mm over the best way to achieve peace 


in the Middle East, but their talks 
were congenial and a tense con- 
frontation was avoided. 

The communique issued at the end 
of thelr five-hour talks showed a 
slight relaxation in Russia’s insis- 
tence on a immediate return to the 
Geneva peace conference. It said 
the segsions ahould resume “at an 
early date.” 

A senior U.S. official said the 
talks were slightly more formal 
than usual, but on the whole

flew here last night for 
a dinner with Prime Minister Harold 
‘Wilson, who was arriving from Mos- 
cow himself shortly after Kissinger’s 
Air Force jet landed. 

Standing side by side in the 
lobby of the Geneva Intercontinental 
Hotel after their final meeting, both 
Kissinger and Gromyko the 
talks were “fruitful.” Gromyko 
added there were some points on 
which they did not agree. The 
major point was the Middle East. 

But the senior American official 
said Kissinger believed there was 
Jess chance than before that the 
Soviets would carry out a deter- 
mined campaign to block the interim 


Gromyko preceded Kissinger 
around the Middle East urging an 
immediate resumption that would 
put the Soviets back into the ne- 
gotiations. 

The senior American official said 
the U.S. still believes the conference 
will result in stalemate. But the 
taste will be leas bitter and the at- 
mosphere better if Kissinger can 
first succeed in bringing Egypt and 
Isreel to an agreement on a further 
Israeli withdrawal east of the Suez 
Canal. 

The communique made these other 
points: 

@ Both countries “emphasized 
their determination to adhere 
to the course of continuing to 
improve Soviet-American relations.” 
That is, to continue detente. 
@ kBoth countries “stressed the 
great significance of the agree- 
ment regarding the further limita- 
tion of strategic offensive arms.” 
Kissinger put forward ideas on how 
to carry out the Ford-Brezhnev 
agreement to limit each side to 
2,400 delivery vehicles until 1985. 
@ The two countries will try to 
promote an early conclusion of 
the European Security Conference 
with a summit meeting. It was on 
this issue that most of the sharp 
exchanges occurred, but American 
officials believe it can be worked 
out.

The problem of coordinating social absorption 
activities for new immigrants was discussed at 
two separate forums in Jerusalem yesterday — 


each scheduled without prior consultation of the .. 


other and attended by different representatives 
of several of the same organizatins. 

The first meeting of the Zionist General Coun- 
cil brought together 60 representatives of youth 
movements, immigrants’ and students’ associations, 
government officials and Zionist leaders te deliberate 
on ways to counter the isolation of immigrants in 
Israeli society. Meeting for several hours at the 
Jewish Agency, it was chaired by Zionist Council 
chairman Arye Zimuki. 

A few hours earlier and a few kilometres away, 
at Beit Elisheve, 90 organizational and government 
officials met on the same subject for the first time 
since they were appointed as the Public Council on 
Immigrant Absorption by Absorption Minister 
Shlomo Rosen a year ago. 

An Absorption Ministry official told The Jeru- 
salem Post that the Public Council session was 
planned “at least a month ago,” and that they 
learned of the Zionist Council’s plans to meet “only 
when it was too iate.” A Jewish Agency spokes- 
man claimed that the Zionist Council meeting 
was planned “about a month and a half ago.” 

Jewish Agency Executive Chairman Pinhas Sa- 
pir told the Zionist General Council members that 
“if an immigrant leaves Israel despite the fact 
that he found housing and a job,” then the lack of 
adequate social absorption is a “sin shared by 
each and every Israeli citizen." He added that the 
loneliness of immigrant schoolchildren begins while 
they are sitting in the classroom and develops as 
they go out into the wider society. Mr. Sapir noted 
that he is consulting with volunteer women's orga- 
nizations to increase efforts in integrating the 


‘The number of Israelis who left the country 
last year (which has been estimated at 20,000 or 
more} is very worrisome, said Mr. Sapir. “I worry 
about each family that leaves as if it were a 
whole group — because deserting is infectious.” 
He bemoaned the fact that no longer are yordim 
ashamed that they are leaving. Israel as they 
once used to be. “Instead of slipping out at night, 
they go overtly, and Israeli society does not ial 
.demn it.”

up; seminars on Jewish history and tradition are 
planned for Russian immigrants; and a Georgian

TEL AVIV. — Municipal rates will 
soon rise by an average of 33 per 
cent. But most Tel Avivians will 
in effect have to pay an almost 50 
per cent increase as they will πὸ 
longer enjoy exemptions granted in 
the 1970 economic package. 

The increases are in keeping with 
a decision by the Union of Local 
Authorities to raise rates ali over 
the country by 40 to 60 per cent.

The fight developed in a mass 
conference of the movement re- 
convened to discuss its future. 

A weekend newspaper said the 
main business of the conference 
was to discuss changing the ruling 
military government into 8 per- 
manent political force in Portugal. 

But a spokesman denied this. “We 
are not trying to institute a mili- 
tary dictatorship,” he sald. 

A weekend newspaper, “Expres- 
so," openly Said that one of two 
main proposals being studied by 
the 200 delegates would create an 
authoritarian left-wing regime in 
this country. 

It said it would seek to destroy 
private enterprise in the country 
as did the previous government. 

“The government should create 
ἃ series of concrete measures that 
would permit the destruction of ca- 
pitalist power in Portugal,” it quot- 
ed the proposal as saying. - 

Political sources said the moderate 
forces pushed to have this proposal 
watered down to temporary military 
control of the government. 

President ‘Francisco da Costa 
Gomes last wee'y announced that 
elections would be held April 12 
for a constituent assembly to write 
8 presidential-type constitution for 
this country. 

The meeting was called to define 
the power of the movement within 
this context. 

The left-wing of the movement 
suggested that the military should 
become a permanent poiltical force 
with veto powers. But the moderates 
said it should instead be a supra- 
governmental force tc help the 
civilians guide this country to 2 
democratic government. 


OAU recommends 
ties with Lisbon 
ADDIS ABABA (UPI). — The 42- 
nation Organization of African Uni- 
ty (OAU) yesterday recommended 
that member states establish dip- 
lomatic relations with Portugal fol- 
lowing Lishon’s moves to dismantle 

its African empire. 

A spokesman for the OAU denied 
press reports that at least 20 states 
were now willing to discuss the 
admittance of South Africa into 
the organization. 


Ministers from the 42 Arab and 
black African states have been 
meeting here since Thursday to re- 
view the wWontinent’s problems and 
draw up an agenda for a full heads 
of state meeting later this year. 

Because of Portugal's new policy 
in granting independence to its Af- 
rican colonies, a spokesman said the 
ministerial meeting now “recom. 
mends that member states estab- 
lish relations” with Lisbon. Portu- 
gal will grant independence to its 
major colonies of Mozambique and 
Angola later this year. ᾿ 

The ministers solved one tricky 
problem by agreei as scheduled 
to hold a heads of state meeting in 
Uganda. Some countries had ob- 
jected to the venue because of the 
unsettled conditions in Uganda. The 
date of the meeting was put back 
by a couple of weeks and a prepa- 
ratory ministerial meeting will now 
be held July 18-25 and the heads of 
state meeting July 28-August 2. 

The meeting adopted a budget of 
$7.2m. for the year 1975-76. 


Ford to visit Europe, 
China later this year 


LONDON — President Ford 
is planning a swing through some 
of Europe’s key capitals this sum- 
mer — either before or after the 
projected summit conference on Eu- 
ropean security takes place in Hel- 
int 


Allied diplomats, reporting this 
yesterday, stressed that no dates or 
other arrangements have yet been 
made for the Presidential tour. This 
is because 35-nation talks on a new 
security system for Europe are nt 
complete. Once the Helsinki meet- 
ing is fixed, Ford will be able to 
Tespond to invitations from various 
European leaders. 

Prime Minister Harold Wilson of 
Britain, West German Chancellor 
Helmut Schmidt and Yugoslav Pre- 
sident Tito are among the leaders 
who have asked Ford to visit their 
countries. The President has accept- 


-ed all these invitations in principle, 
sJeaving dates and other arrange 


ments to be worked out later. 
Secretary of State Henry Kissin- 

rer, who arrived in London for talks 

with British leaders last night, was 


expected to discuss the possibility 
οὔ 3a Ford visit in more precise 
terms. Wilson and his Foreign Sec- 
retary James Callaghan also flew 
into London from Moscow, where 
they discussed the Helsinki summit 
with Soviet leaders. The British, like 
the Americans, seem fairly confi- 
dent that the Helsinki meeting wil 
be organized for about July. 


A major purpose cf President 
Ford's projected trip to 
would be to step up transatlantic 
cooperation in trade, energy and 
money matters. The Governments of 
Europe and the U.S. are pledged 
to work tcgether in face of their 
serious economic difficulties. 


‘The President also is expected to 
visit China in either October or No- 
vember this year, taking up an in- 
vitation he has had for several 
months. As Republican-Party leader 
in the House of Representatives, 
Ford visited China with a Congres- 
sional delegation in 1972 after for- 
mer-President Richard Nixon's first 
trip.

Kissinger yesterday had promised 
that the Red Cross Committee 
would continue to try to ascertain 
the fate of some 900 Americans 
still missing in action in Indochina 
and about 1,400 others listed as dead

Kissinger had assured him that the 
U.S. will work to prevent politics 
interfering with the work of the 
Conference which is now meeting in 
Geneva to update the convention on 
the treatment of prisoners, wounded 
soldiers and civilians.

She said she planned to spend 
five days in Rome, and then go 
to the U.S., where she hoped to be 
able to dance. 


The 87-year-cld former prima 
ballerina at Leningrad’s Kirov Com- 
pany left the Soviet Union on a 
hard-won exit visa on Sunday and 
few to Frankfurt, where she spent 
the night, before flying on to Rome.

“Italian art 
thieves steal’ 
28 paintings: 


MILAN. — Italy's. art thieves. 
switched from Renaissance to mo-- 
dern masters yesterday, folling five 
safety systems.and stealing ‘28 pre- 
cious paintings. from Milan’s Mo- 
dern Art Gallery. i. ; 
‘The theft of the paintings, in- 
cluding works by Paul Gauguin, 
Vincent Van Gogh, Paul Cezanne 
and Auguste Renoir, came 11 days 
after the still unsolved theft of: 
three Renaissance masterpieces in 
Urbino. ‘ Πρ μα δ a tier ne 
The number of art objects stolen 
from Italy’s poorly guarded mutt- 


‘seums, churches and private collec.-- 


tlons has nearly doubled in two 
years, from 5,843 in 1972 to 10,952 
last year. ᾿ 

The Milan Gallery. where the 
theft was committed, was one of 
Italy’s most important ones,” for- 
mer fie arts director genéral 
Bruno Molaioli said. “It has five 
security systems, which makes the 
thieves' daring even more incon- 
celvable.” 

Police said the thieves entered 
the gallery — a neoclassical build- 
ing where Napoleon once stayed 
and where Austrian Field Marshal 
Joseph Radetzky died in 1855 — 
through a first-floor window not 
covered by any alarm system. They 
mounted three flights of stairs, 
efading watchmen who make the 
rounds of the building 10 times a 
night, and selected their loot from 
among dozens. of paintings in the 
Carlo Grassi memorial collection. ᾿ 

“They were extremely fast and 
precise,” police said. “They picked 
up the best works and disappeared 


without leaving any trace, except . 


the broken window.” 

Art experts said the- collection, 
donated by Mrs. Nedda Grassi in 
1956 in memory of her son who 
died in the World War 1 battle’ 
of Alamein, was worth about $4.5m., 
but police put the value at $1.5m. 

The thieves selected some of the 
most valuable items in the collec- 
tlon; including two paintings by 
16th Century Flemish master Ad- 
Tlen Van Utrecht and 26 modern 
works. Among them were paint- 
ings by Camille Corot,. Francois 
Millet, Giovanni ‘ttori, Telemaco . 
Signorini and Gidévanni Segantini 
as well as a Gauguin, a Van Gogh, 
a Cezanne and a Renoir. ᾿

Women politicians across Europe 


hail Mrs. Thatcher’s election 


LONDON (AP). -— The election of 
Margaret Thatcher as head of Bri- 
tain’s opposition Conservative Party 
has spread joy among Ewurope’s 
women legislators and stirred new 
hope in their battle for equality with 
men. 

In Britain, Mrs. Shirley Williams, 
Minister for Consumer Affairs and 
often spoken of as a potential leader 
of the governing Labour Party, said 
she was “pleased to see that in the 
Tory party, of all parties, a woman 
has broken through. This is a stag- 
gering thing for them” 

Much of the hope and joy stems 
from the possibility that the 49-year- 
old Mrs, Thatcher could become 
Europe's first woman Prime Minis- 
ter if the Conservative Party wins a 
national election in Britain. 

In Italy, Ines Boffardi, a Chris- 
fan Democrat lawmaker, said she 
was “very happy” at Mrs. That- 
cher’s success. 

“It is not a question of being a 
feminist,” she said. “But if a woman 
is the right person to fill a post she 
should be given it without prejudice. 
Tt is not so simple in Italy. OF 
course, there are women who could 
fill the post of secretary-general of 
the largest party — which is mine — 
but I doubt whether they would be 
welcome. There would never be 
, enough votes for a woman.” 

Miss Boffardi, 55, has been in 
politics for 30 years but in parlia- 
ment for only the past year. Of the 
950 members of the Senate and the 
lower chamber, only 30 are women, 
19 of them Communists. 

italy has never had a woman Cabi- 
I net Minister but in the current Bov- 
ernment of Prime Minister Aldo 
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Moro there is one women under- 
becretary in the Labour Minigtry,, 
Tina Anselmi, a Christian Democrat.. 
In the last government there were. 
two women undersecretaries. 

In San Marino on Italy's eastern 
coast, considered to be the world's 
oldest and tiniest republic. Miss 
Clara Boscaglia made history last 
year when she became Public 
Works Minister, the first woman to 
hold such a post since the republic 
was set up in the 1500s. 

But her mother Maria, 60, stil 
thinks that Clara and Mrs. Thatcher 
would be better off as housewives. 
"I don’t know about poli- 
tics,” sai@ Maria. “It has always 
been beyond me. But I can see it is 
too much for woman to be always 
away from home.” 

In France, Francoise Giroud, Se- 
cretary of State for Women's Af- 
fairs, said: “It’s a wonderful and 
funny success at the same time. I've 
got the impression that it has 
created panic amongst men but they 
are wrong. What 1 rejoice in is that 
Mrs. Thatcher is a Conservative 
elected by Conservatives. It shows 
that progress for women is not rel- 
ated to politics.” 

There are 15 women lawmakers 
in the French Parliament and the 
number has remained constant for 
the past few years. A recent poll 
by the rightist newspeper “L'Aurore” 
found that Mrs. Giroud and Mrs. 
Simone Veil, the Health Minister, 
were the two most popular members 


of President Valery Giscard D'Es- © 


taing’s Cabinet, beating even Prime 
Minister Jacques Chirac. 

In West Germany, 2 spokesman 
for the office of Annemarie Renger, 
President of the West German Bun- 
destag, said Mrs. Thatcher's elec- 
tion created “great interest in the 
German government and among the 
public. 

“Seen from the point of view of 
representation of women in political 
life, her election deserves special 
attention,” the spokesman said.

Women threaten 


not to play 
at Wimbledon 


LONDON (AP). — Wimbledon off- 
ctals said yesterday they will meet 
militant women's tennis leader Billie 
Jean King next week in a bid to fore- 
stall a threatened boycott. 

Mrs. King, U.S. president of the 
‘Women’s Tennis Association, was 
invited to lunch at the Alt Engiand 
Club on February 26. The move fol- 
lowed a vote by the WTA in favour 
of boycotting this year’s champion- 
ship in June unless Wimbledon raised 
the prize money fot women. 

“We have agreed to Mrs. King's 
request for a meeting,” said All Eng- 
jJand Club secretary Maj. David 
Milis. He said he expected she would 
lunch .with Air Chief Marsha] Sir 
Brian Burnett, the chairman of the 
champidnship committee. 

Wimbledon officials have already 
stated categorically that the prize 
structure for this year’s champion- 
ship will not be changed. Women 
are scheduled to receive 70 per cent 
of the men’s money in a record 
total of $261,300. 

The ‘WTA has said it would ac- 
cept a‘ climbing scale towards par- 
ity by 1978.

- call for return 


to Geneva talks 


MOSCOW (UPI). — Britain and the 
Soviet Union called yesterday for a 
summit meeting to wind up the 
European security conference and for 
the early resumption of the Geneva 
talks on the Middle East. 

A joimt communique said the 
four-day visit of British Prime Min- 
ister Harold Wilson marked “the 
Opening of ἃ new phase" in Anglo- 
Soviet relations. 

Wilson and Communist party ge- 

neral secretary Leonid Brezhnev, in 
a Kremlin ceremony televised live, 
signed documents providing for 
regular political consultations and 
cooperation in trade, technology and 
Public health. They also signed a 
declaration demanding urgent efforts 
to prevent the spread of nuclear 
weapons, 
The communique said the talks 
were held “in a businessiil and 
friendly atmosphere and in a spirit 
of mutua! respect.” 

Relations between the two count- 
ries were cool after Britain expelled 
more than 100 Soviet diplomats in 
1971 on spying charges. 

Wilson arrived last Thursday and 
his visit was marked by the reap- 
pearance of Brezhnev in public after 
51 days in secIusion during which he 
was ill. 

The Soviet Union has long urged 
8 35-nation summit meeting this 
year to climax the security con- 
ference and definitively establish the 
post-war frontiers of Europe. 

The 14-page communique said the 
two sides “emphasized the important 
role which the conference on security 
and cooperation in Europe” was 
calied on to play in establishing 
peace on the continent. 

“The two sides... are convinced 
that premises exist for completing 
the work of the conference and for 
holding its third stage at the highest 
level i nthe near future,” it said. 

On the Middle East, the two sides 
expressed their “deep concern at the 
dangerous situation in the area” and 
called for a quick settlement based 
on U.N. resolutions. 

“The two sides considered that 
the Geneva conference should play 
an important role in the establish- 
ment of a just and lasting peace in 
the Middle East and should resime 
its work at a very early date,” the 
communique said. 


ADDIS ABABA (UPI). — The 
government has started an in- 
vestigation into the ‘slaying of 
perhaps hundreds of Eritrean 
prisoners by paratroops last week 
shortly after they had staged a 
mass jail break, reports from 
the northern province said yester- 


More than 700 Eritrean guer- 
mifas, supporters and criminals 
escaped Friday from a police 
commando camp in Asmara and 
another 374 detainees staged a 
similar breakout at a camp at 
Adi Quala, south of Asmara. 

According ἴα fragmentary re- 
Ports from residents and civil 
servants in Eritrea, elite para- 
troops chased the Asmara priso- 
mers and cut off their retreat 
south of the city when they pa- 
rachuted into the hills in front 
of the Eritreans. 

The paratroops opened fire on 
the group, scme of them still in 
chains, and according to these 
reports, killed or wounded most 


Fleeing Eritrean prisoners 
reported slaughtered 
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of the prisoners. The incident 
happened only 14 hours after the 
jail break. 

Fearful of other repressions, 
hundreds of Eritreans m the ca- 
pital of Addis Ababa have also 
gold their businesses and return- 
ed to Eriteria in recent weeks, 
diplomats said. 

Military sources said the gov- 
ernment airlifted more than 
1,000 more troops -- mainly 
part-time militia men — into Eri- - 
trea in the last couple of days, 
@pparently in preparation for 
another major battle with the se- 
paratists. 

The government now has more 
than 20.000 soldiers — at least 
half the army's strength -—— in 
Eritrea, 

But guerrilla sources said they - 
had also moved fresh fighters into 
the immediate vicinity of Asmara 
and were again preparing to iso- 
late the city from the rest of 
the country by a tight encircle- 
ment. 


Ethiopia asks U.S. for 


airlift of ammunition 


ADDIS ABABA (AP). -- Ethio- 
Pia’s military government has asked 
the U.S. for an emergency airlift 
of ammunition to replace bullets 
fired against Eritrean guerrillas, re- 
Hable Ethiopian sources reported 
yesterday. 

The sources, both inside and out- 
side the Ethiopian government, said 
they expected the request to be re 
ferred to Secretary of State Henry 
Kissinger fcr a decision that could 
change the course of U.S. relations 
with Ethiopia. = - 

Supplying the ammunition would 
indirectly put the U.S. in opposition 
to Syria, one of the leftist arab 
countries that supplies the Eritrean 
rebels, and also one of the countries 
that Kissinger hopes eventually to 
bring into a peace agreement with 
Israel. 


Refusal to fill the request might 
cause a break between the U.S. and 
Ethiopia, which under former Em- 
peror Haile Selassie was a staunch 


ally of the U.S. and a West-lean- 
ing bastion against increasing So- 
viet and Chinese influence in north- 
eastern Africa. 

Rumours that the government was 
going to ask the U.S. for military 
supplies to be used against the 
Moslem and Marxist rebels in Eri- 
trea, Ethiopia's ncrthern province. 
have circulated for weeks in Addis 
Ababa. 

The sources said the government 
offered last week to pay up to 
$30m. in cash for ammunition, in- 
cluding machinegun ammunition for 
the air force's American jets that 
have been strafing the Eritrean 
guerrillas and their villages, and 
submachine-gun and rifle bullets, 

The U.S. government put its aid 
programme under review and in ef- 
fect suspended it last November 
after the military council shot 60 
fermer government leaders without 
trial, including the military chsir- 
an, Gen, Aman Andom.

This has 
indeed been the procedure adopted 
when VAT was introduced in other 
countries. It is the more advisable 
in Israel, on account of the greater 
urgency to carry out a tax reform 
here. Only such an approach can 
Sway public opinion to agree to a 
freeze of the c.o.l. allowance, and to 
disarm VAT opponents, who are 
more deeply entrenched than many 
people are aware of. While VAT is 
vital as part of a comprehensive 
fiscal reform, it is unlikely to 
succeed without it 

The link between VAT and tax 
reductions is imperative not only in 
order to buy the trade unions’ ac- 
quiescence, but also in order to 
prevent tax evasion. The VAT's 
major ‘administrative advantage lies 
in its general application and uni- 
formity, which make possible detail- 
ed cross-reference of the tax-pzyers’ 
statements, and greatly hinder at. 
tempts to conceal] taxable earnings. 
‘Moreover, because the rate of VAT 
ig — as a role — fairly modest, 


In this country, however, the 
situation is likely to be different 
because VAT records will provide 
the tax authorities with the data 
required for proper income tax as. 
sessments. Firms and independent 
tradesmen used to slipping — wholly 
or partially — through the tax net 
will therefore be tempted to try as 
best they can to keep clear also 
Of VAT, or to reduce their tax lia- 
bility, even by improper means. 
The temptation will be the great- 
er because the VAT administraticn 
is based in the main on paper 
work, with a minimum of physical 
checks of inventories. Just as the 
urge to escape the harsh income 
tax is the main reason for offences 
against foreign currency control, so 
is it Hkely also to undermine the 
VAT morale. The imposition of the 
new tax must therefore be accom- 
panied by a dramatic cut in in- 
come tax rates, leading to a chang- 
ed public attitude to tax avoidance 
and tax evasion. 

One has to bear in mind that 
for all the consistency of.the VAT 
system, it is not all-inclusive. Its 
records are confined to inter-firm

TAX EVASION 

In some countries artisans, shop- 
keepers, peasants, even small busi- 
messes, 2re left out of VAT 
(though they may be subject to 2 
turnover or a sales tax) in order to 
simplify the tax administration. How- 
ever, the legal functioning of an un- 
recorded and untaxed for little 
taxed) sector along with one sub- 
ject to VAT provides easy loop- 
holes for tax evasion. This is the 
more so if smali enterprises and 
family firms carry considerable 
weight, and the general tax morale 
igs low, as is the case in this coun. 
try. Fake tax receipts (en- 
titling to refunds) may considerably 
reduce the effective VAT revenue. 
Or VAT revenue may be inflated 
at the expense of income tax thus 
also eroding the total tax revenue. 
The situation is likely to be further 
complicated if VAT is not applied 
to the administered territories. 

Moreover, VAT is not only a 
system for collection of revenue. It 
also functions as a potent export 
incentive (because the tax is not 
levied on export proceeds, though 
exporters are retmbursed for the tax 
included in their respective costs) 
and as an encouragement for in- 
vestments (because an investor gets 
recompensed for the tax element 
included in his capital outlay long 
before he is taxed for the sales in- 
crement resulting from the expand- 
ed premises or the added equip- 
ment). However, in Israel we al- 
ready have elaborate Jaws and in- 
stitutions operating in these fields. 
Unless care is taken to dovetail 
and streamline the respective po- 
lictes, we may be heading towards 
another bureaucratic mess. 

Last,. not least: VAT cannot be 
expected to function properly if a 
few months before it is due to be 
enforced most people are uninform- 
ed about its basic principles; most 
of its practical problems of its ad- 
ministration (e.g. the scope of firms 
included in it, the operation of 
tax credits, the treatment of capi- 
tal goods and of rental payments, 
the regulations required for the 
transitory period) are not even dis- 
cussed; and the idea of a general, 
uniform tax rate is still widely de- 
plored as a retreat from progressive 
tenets. The government has been 
brave enough to decide that VAT 
should be introduced in this country. 
But it should pluck up its courage 
to prevent its eventual failure.
